An Interview With Dead Moon 


TOURING EUROPE 


by Sharon Swezey 


This interview covers the 6 week European 
tour of Portland's Dead Moon. The band, 
consists of Fred Cole on guitar and vocals, 
Toody Cole on bass and Andrew Loomis on 
drums. Fred has been in at least nine bands 
that have released records over the past 25 
years, including the legendary 60's 
psychedaellic-punk band, the Lollipop Shoppe. 

Prior to their summer tour, the Dead Moon 
was flown to Amsterdam to make a special one 
night appearance at the 10th Anniversary of the 
Vera Club. This interview took place in a cafe, 
in Clackamas, Oregon, near “Tombstone 
Music” which is Fred and Toody’'s music store. 


SS: How long has Dead Moon been around? 
TC: Three years now. 

FC: Three years and five albums. 

SS: So, where did you go on our tour, mostly? 


FC: Mostly Germany. We did 17 shows in 
Germany, 2 in Italy, 4 in Switzerland, and 4 in 
Holland. : 


SS: Had you ever been to Europe before? 


FC: We were there in ‘84, but only as tourists. 
We went over with records to sell and tried to 
line up an agency for a tour. But we gave up on 
it. We figured we were stuck here in the 
Northwest, with a few gigs at Satyricon, Blue 
Gallery, Pine St. Theatre and Max's in Eugene. 


SS: So how did the tour come about? 


FC: What happened is, we signed to Music 
Maniac Records in Germany about a year ago. 
They released a compilation of our first and 
second Dead Moon albums. All the German 
labels want their bands to tour because it 
increases record sales. 


TC: And we wanted to tour also. 


FC: That's the main reason we signed with 
those guys, we wanted to tour Europe 


SS: Then what? 


FC: We got in touch with a company called 
Paper Clip in the Netherlands. They tried to 
coordinate a tour for the spring, but they 
couldn't get enough guarantees, s0 they told us 
to wait until there was more interest. We thought 
we weren't going to end up going. But then they 
faxed us and said they contacted the clubs 
again because a lot more people had heard 
about the band. 


SS: Because the album came out? 


TC: Yeah, there was a lot of press, like record 
reviews... 


FC: Then everyone said “Okay, | guess we can 
take a chance on it.” So they gave us minimum 
guarantees and percentages. If we did better 
than the minimum, we would make more dough. 
We had about 20 dates lined up at that point, 
which is enough to break even. 


SS: And how did you get booked for the 10th 
anniversay gig in Amsterdam? 


FC: After the tour was all squared away, we got 
a call out of the blue from this Peter guy, for the 
10th anniversary of Vera. He told Paper Clip he 
wanted us for that one gig. So it ended up with 
Paper Clip getting us 1500 gilders, which is 
about $900, plus hotels, plus flight tickets and 
everything else. It was a very expensive gig for 
those guys. 


TC: What's really funny is their arts are 
subsidized over there. This was in conjunction 
with the 950th anniversary of this town, and so 
the city basically foots most of the bill for all the 
cultural stuff. And the music for kids is just one 


aspect of it. 
SS: Nothing like that could happen in the U.S... 


TC: No, its a wiole different set up. Its 
standard over there, all over Europe, like with 
the open air festivals that are put on by each 


city 


SS: So that explains whya lot of underground 
bands remain in obscurity here but become 
pretty well known over there. 


TC: Yeah, and the radio stations are a lot more 
liberal as far as what they'll play, and the same 
with the press. They're totally overwhelmed by 
American bands right now. Especially 
underground, garage sounding American 
bands. 


FC: We ended up doing the Vera Club on July 
1st and our tour started on August 13th. That 
was lucky because all the press in Europe came 
to the 10th anniversary gig and wrote up all 
those articles | showed you. When we went 
over on the tour, everybody in Europe knew we 
were coming. Most of the places we played 
broke percentage, so we ended up doing 
incredibly good, on the whole. We played for 
full houses everywhere.

SS: What was the crowd response like? 


TC: In Germany, people would drive 100-200 


miles to see the first show and then would come . 


to see three or four shows after that. They 
travel how ever and follow you around to all 
these shows. In America, you can't get 
someone to drive from 82nd to downtown, you 
know? 


FC: We had that guy you came from Tabingen 
to Grdttingen the first time, that was 500 miles, 
then to our next gigs, 300 and 200 miles. Then 
on our last gig, which was at the Vera again, he 
did ao thing and drove 500 miles to come 
see us 


TC: So it's a real complement to have people 
think that much of your music. 


FC: Especially after sitting in this town so long, 
and being so depressed because nothing ever 
happens. 


SS: Js there a difference in the crowds in 
differant countries? 


FC: Yeah, Germany is just ganbusters. They 
go nuts, literally. 


SS: Meaning what, slamming? 


TC: No, they just get drunk and appreciate the 
Hell out of what you're doing. Whoop, holler, 
sing along with the words. They're as much a 
part of what's going on live as the band is. 
There's so much appreciation shown that you 
can't help but do a great show. 


FC: They're unreal from the moment you get on 
stage. But the Netherlands are more reserved. 


It takes about 15 minutes or so. They've got to 
get a little more durnk, or whatever. In 
Switzerland, as a whole, they are way more 
reserved, There was one case we thought 
nobody liked us because they just stood like 
zombies looking at us.” 


TC: In Zurich. 


FC: We thought, this is bombing, nobody digs 
it. We played an hour strait and thought, okay, 
that’s it , we'll just quit and get out of here. But 
when we did an encore, they just came apart. 


TC: They hold it till the end. 


FC: We go, "What is it with this crowd?" and 
some guy says, “Hey, they're totally amazed, 
they totally love it, and they're just showing their 
appreciation by not interrupting anything that 
your doing.” That's the way they are, they're 
just real polite. 


SS: What countries are the most difficult to play 
in? 


TC: Italy's pretty weird. It’s like they're about 10 
or 15 years behind what's going on. Out in the 
country, they're really behind the times. In the 
bigger cities, they have better access to what's 
going on. 


FC: It's hard, because tavelling is really long, in 
between all these places. And the roads are so 
slow. Some of these gigs are just impossible to 
make. You play and the next day you spend 15 
hours driving to make the next gig, and then 
they don't want to pay you much of anything. 
We played for like, 300,000 lire, which ended up 
being about $295. 


FC: The only way to play Italy is to look it as 
promotional, to get your records going there. 
They dont have anything subsidized by the 
government the way other places do. Getting in 
to the clubs is a lot less expensive, too. The 
covers for most of our shows was the equivalent 
of $9 or $10 U.S. currency. In Italy, it was more 
like about $2 - $3, so you gotta to have a lot 
more people. 


TC: And | guess it’s really difficult for the 
agencies to find reputable booking agents. 
Every band's got their horror stories about 
driving ten hours to get to a show and then, “oh, 
well, it's cancelled’, or they had problems 
getting paid. Most guys will not touch Italy 
unless they really know who they'te working 


; With. 


FC: Italy's got a real bad rep. Spain has got a 
good rep as far as playing, but then again, no 
dough, and there's lots of driving to get there. 
France has got the same kind of a problem, no 
dough, and really snooty audiences. Until 
you've got a real huge audience and can really 
pack a place, it isn't worth playing there, either. 


SS: Who dacided where you were playing? 
Was it all up to Paper Clip? 


FC: All up to Paper Clip. 


TC: They know the tour, they booked us in 
great places. 


FC: They wanted to book us in East Germany, 
it was on our schedule, but in the end, they 
couldn't get the club open in time. 


TC: Nothing's very organized over there yet. 


FC: They asked us if we wanted to do 
Yugoslavia, but it's really a pain in the ass to get 
there, and on top of that, all the money that you 
get has to be spent in that country. So you play 
and then you have about two hours to spend all 
this money and its worth absolutely nothing. 
There's nothing to buy. 


SS: So, did you headline most of the shows that 
you played? 


TC: Except the show with Henry Rollins. 
SS: Did the audience know your music? 
TC: Some of them. 


FC: In the Radio Berlin 100, which is the 
biggest underground station in that whole area, 
we've been number one for four weeks running 
with one of our songs. And we're number seven 
right now on the Music Express underground 
charts. 


TC: It's like a Billboard underground chart for all 
of Europe, except Germany. 


SS: Did you bring records and stuff to sell over 
there? 


FC: Yeah, and the company over there had us 
take records on the road, too. That was 
basically where we made a lot of dough. 


TC: We anticipated not selling much of 
anything and ended up selling everything we 
took. 


FC: They're real crazy for American company 
records. They pay, get this; the equivalent of 
$27 for a Dead Moon album in a store in 
Denmark. The smaller independent stuff goes 
for a lot more dough than the major stuff does. 


SS: How were your shows advertised? 

TC: We did a lot of interviews, and stuff. 

FC: They had a great, big, huge European tour 
poster made up, 3000 of them. They were on 
the streets everywhere. 

TC: And every club does their own advertising. 
They put out a huge calendar, and a lot of them 
put out a booklet with a synopsis of each band, 
almost like a fanzine. 


SS: How are the local bands treated over 
there? 


FC: Local bands which open get lite 
mention. It's kind of like over here: you Woe? 


TC: Like when Dead Moon o for * 
blah, blah”. ia lia 


FC: It never gets mentioned. 
TC: Or it’s "Special Guest’. 
SS:Were there many European bands on tour? 


FC: No. There are probably more bands in the 
City of Portland, than there is in all of Germany. 


SS: What is the club scene like in the major 
European cities? 


TC: What struck me is, as huge as the cities’ 
populations are, you'd think every club would be 
like Satyricon, where there's music and live 
bands every night of the week. But no, 
sometimes they only have one live show a week 

- or maybe only one in two weeks. The rest of the 
time they play records or show videos. It's 
much more multi-media. There's no such thing 
as a rock nightclub in the big cities. That's why 
a lot of the clubs we played are in a village 30 
miles from a big city. 


FC: We had to play a place out of Munich that 
was 30 miles away, because nobody in Munich 
would go to any of the clubs there, they're so 
uncool. The town wasn't even on the map. It 
took us two hours to find this place. We finally 
found it and it was a little tavern. When | saw it, 
| thought they couldn't get more than 30 people 
in there. The guy got 150 people into this place. 
There were guys sitting on top of the bar with 
girls in their laps. 


TC: People drive wherever shit's happening. 


FC: You could play a place in Munich that was 
like five times bigger and you'd be lucky to get 
25 people to come because people hate those 
clubs so bad. Even if they like the band that's 
playing there, they will not go. 


SS: How did being on the road for so long work 
out for the band? 
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Beat the MHeatles! 
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FC: Playing on the road together for a month 
was really good for us. It was the first time we 
ever played that much and it really tightened us 
up a lot. 


TC: It gives you a lot of confidence. 
SS: Did any one show really stand out? 


TC: There was this date on September 10th 
after we had played all of our German dates and 
played a couple of Swiss dates, we came back 
for one more German show on what would have 
been our day off. We had all kinds of people 
there who had been to the other shows, packed 
out, crazy crowd. This is the one where 
instantly, everyone went crazy, throwing beer 
bottles and yelling. 


FC: We were supposed to start at about 9:30 
We did our sound check at 7:00 and we go 
outside and there's like 50 to 60 people waiting 
in line to get in already. 


TC: As soon as they opened the bar they sold 
like 600 beers in an hour and a half to about 250 
people, and they had to go out and make 
another beer run. It was like playing the craziest 
private party for all your rowdy friends. 


FC: It was so packed out you couldn't move 
inside. Crazy. 


TC: And the other one was playing at the 
Longhom in Stuttgart. This place was huge. It 
holds like 1500 to 2000 people. We thought, oh 
God, even if we have a sort of okay crowd, it’s

gonna look like nobody's there. So we get out 
there, and its a big, huge stage, and a huge, 
cool, monitoring system. It was just weird to be 
up there in front of so many people that came 
just to see us, packed up to the front of the 
Stage and as far back as you could see. 


SS: What are your plans for going back again? 


FC: It's really easy to say, yeah we want to go 
back over because it was so cool. They told us 
we could come back over in the spring, just 6 
months from now, or we can wait and come 
back the same time next year. But they say that 
the bands who come over that quick usually 
blow it because they come over too many times 
without new records or anything. So we 
decided to wait a year. 


TC: They want us to synch a tour with an album 
released a month before the tour starts. 


SS: Will you hit the same countries next time? 


TC: They're trying to line up the next tour for us 
to play in England, Denmark, and the lower part 
of Scandinavia. : 


SS: Did you feel that people's attitude towards 
artists and musicians is different in Europe? 


TC: Yeah, parents really support the artistic 
pursuits of their kids, there a real respect for it. 
It's not like, "When are you gonna get a real job 
and quit messing around with this writing thing 
or this music thing." You know? Not any of that 
at all. It’s like, "Yeah, okay, great. We have an 
artist.in our family. That's fantastic.” @

Started the night at Melody Lane Ballroom to 
catch the last half of John Hiatt's performance. | 
admit I'm one of those jaded old Hiatt fans who 
preferred his angry, tormented, drug/alcohol 
abused songs and persona more than his 
current happy- and glad-to-be-alive self. 
Although Bring Back the Family was a great 
comeback LP. That said, John Hiatt remains a 
great songwriter and entertaining live performer. 

The highlight for me was his mid-'80s rocker 
"Riding With the King", complemented by a 
huge Elvis Presley tapestry hanging in the 
background, this song had swing and verve. 
The last part of the show consisted of audience 
faves "Memphis In the Meantime”, the 
obligatory “This Thing Called Love" (Hiatt 
thanked Bonnie Raitt for recording the song, the 


bst thing that has happened for both their - 


careers -- exemplified by the sold-out crowd) 
and the tender “Lipstick Sunset”. 

This show featured Hiatt with a full band, 
something | was looking forward to seeing 
again. But in retrospect, | prefer last years solo 
acoustic show. Hiatt is one of the performers 
with enough personality, and ability to 
communicate with the audience and pull it off. 


Or maybe the distance | felt was actually a’ 


feeling of loss, losing another quaint cult hero to 
the slings and arrows of mass acceptance by 
our generic popular culture. 


Now off to the Blue Gallery where | was 
hoping to catch Eve Libertine. Ex-vocalist of 
Crass, the hard-hitting, political band that 
blossomed in and around Great Britain's original 
Punk movement. | was excited. But, she was 
over. Oh well. 

Headline band Chumbawamba had just taken 
the stage, the second act in a row to play in front 
of a huge image of Elvis Presley, (I thought, 
"Hey, if the Dwarves do this too, then its just a 
dream). Chumbawamba was brilliant. Each 
song was exstensively choreographed with 
actual skits which sometimes developed during 
atune. Example: during one mock-rap number, 
one of the female singers had donned a nun's 
habit (albeit, drinking a brew) and went into an 
evangelistic narrative: “I feel someone / 
someone out there who needs help / an Elvis 
impersonator / Is there an Elvis impersonator 
among us?” At that point, another 
Chumbawambian in full Elvis regalia saunters 
thru the crowd and onto the stage as this 
concert-drama rolls into the next act. On top of 
all this, the songs themselves sounded great. 
Good intellectual rock from very ordinary looking 
people doing extraordinary things with heavy 
accents. 

Hard stuff to tear yourself away from, but | 
had to split to the Satyricon real quick, so | could 
catch the last couple of numbers by the 
Derelicts. 


The Derelicts were disturbed at the low-key 
Satyricon audience (at least tonight) plus the 
lack of movement, diving or any of the trappings 
often associated with punk rock. I'm guessing 
the Derelicts were not too familiar with being an

opening band in a 21-and-over-only nightclub. 
Their lead-singer quipped, “We're almost over. 
Then you can all come back in here!”, refering to 
the fact that at least half the patrons were in the 
bar area not watching the band. But that's not 
uncommen especially for a warm-up act. It 
wasn't for a lack of energy, power or 
showmanship on the Derelict's part. Their last 
three songs were the most explosive ten 
minutes | saw all night. 


| streak back to the Blue Gallery but 
Chumbawamba's set ends as | get there. Damn. 
Well, all that’s left now is the Dwarves set back 
at Satyricon. Let's go. 


When the Dwarves opened for GWAR last 
year | missed most of their set because | left for 
10 minutes before they had gone on. Yeah, 
they don't play real long. About 15 minutes that 
night, but tonight's headlining set clocked in at 
about 20-plus. However, its still a set, 
delivered in a machine gun fashion with no 
breaks, like a faster, bass heavy Ramones meet 
Godzilla. This is when the Dwarves are at their 
best. 

Their child-like vandal shtick (slamming 
microphones on speakers, light, etc., and 
trashing the drum kit in lieu of an encore) was 
less endearing. | like to watch the Dwarves bum 
through their screamers like "Back Seat of my 
Car" from their latest LP : 
but | don't think they'd make very good lab 
partners.

PUBLIC ENEMY 


Civic Auditorium

The scene outside: police wander the streets, 
television vans and reporters search for 
interesting stories, the gang task force prepares 
for violence. 

The scene inside: hundreds of young people, 
black and white, raise a peace sign in the air, as 
Flavor Flav instructs everyone: “Make your 
parents happy, stay in school!” 

How very ironic. Only the third time a “big” rap 


act has come to Portland, the authorities were 
nervous. And how silly. Public Enemy spent most 
of their extra-long show preaching positive social 
messages, such as racial and ethnic equality and 
your parents, and respecting yourself. This was 
almost as wholesome as Sunday School. Flavor 
Flav told all the security people they could “go 
home. We aren’t gonna have any violence here 
tonight”. And it was true. It was a love in! 

The show itself was spectacular. Most of the 
time was spent with my mouth hanging open in 
awe. I had seen Public Enemy twice before: the 
previous week in Mountain View, CA, and the year 
before in Seattle, WA. Neither show compared to 
this. 

After realizing that this was their first trip to 
Portland, “Ore gon”, the members of Public 
Enemy — Chuck D, Flavor Flav, Terminator X, and 
the S1Ws — made it a special show. They broke 
into an impromptu % hour of what they performed 
mateirals mainly from their early records that had 
been absent the week before. 


Chuck D did a free-style number and Terminator 
X was kept on his toes as he was asked to fish 
out older records. They obviously hadn't 
prepared for this special show, which made it so 
great. Not many rap groups have enough stage 
presence or talent to change gears so 
drastically in concert. It was most impressive. 

The other thing that struck me about the 
show was how well Public Enemy got their 
messages across in such a powerful manner. 
They successfully grabed your attention with 
their pounding rhythmns and layed a message 
upon you. For example, they'd stop in the 
middle of a song, and Chuck D would say, “You 
know the reason people get mad at us is 
because we bring black people and white 
people together under the same roof. It makes 
people nervous”. 

The mixture of songs such as “Party For Your 
Right To Fight", "Welcome to the Terrordome”, 
"Don't Believe the Hype", “Fight The Power" 
and others, along with the intelligent messages 
about our rights to freely express ourselves, or 
how the media controls our opinions about the 
world, made for an experience that can't be 
found anywhere else. | —Brendan Peterson 


MICHELLE SHOCKED 
Washington Park Rose Garden Amphitheatre

Michelle Shocked's recent performance in 
this picturesque outdoor setting went much 
further towards showcasing the singer's true 
talents than did her appearance three months 
prior at Eugene's Hult Center. This is not to 
imply that the Hult Center show, featuring a full 
band and focusing on here recent “Captain 
Swing” album, was an inferior show. It’s just 
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that Shocked's strongest attributes (her down- 
home folksy charm, wit and even the songs 
themselves) come across much clearer as a 
solo performer.: 

She began the evening with four 


“autobiographical” songs about her adolescent - 


years growing up in a “little Texas town just 
outside of Gilmer...population 5942." This east 
Texas trilogy plus one featured "(Making a Run 
to) Gladewater” and “V.F.D." (Volunteer Fire 
Department) which more or less deal with the 
boredom of life in a small town, but also 
included "Memories of East Texas", a song in 
which Shocked remembers her earlier years in 
a more bittersweet way -- acknowledging that 
she had to leave home, but still feeling a trace of 
sadness about the decision. 

Later in the show, Shocked previewed some 
new material which she described as "fiddle 
tunes from my youth that | wrote some lyrics 
for." These included "Worth a Wait", a 
compelling song despite Shocked's inability to 
master the guitar fingering on it and "The 
Weaving Way" , about walking home after 
having too much to drink. The new songs 
showed Shocked at her best, combining humor, 
irony and honesty with a touch of good natured 
sarcasm. She then followed with a short set of 
tunes from the “Captain Swing” album, 
apologizing repeatedly for not being able to 
recreate the sound of a full swing ensemble on 
stage. If this was her only short coming of the 
night, it was more than made up for her over-all 
warmth and personality, which seemed 
somewhat stifled in a band setting only months 
earlier. 

Prior to her encore, she encouraged the 
audience to get involved with making their own 
music by stating, “All the songs that I've played 
tonight have three chords in them, four at most. 


"MUSIC TO MAKE 


If | can do this, you can too." She went on to say 
that, "Music and politics are both too important 
to be left up to professionals." This might 
indeed be the case, but there is certainly 
mothing amateur about Michelle Shocked.
